Wasuincton, D. C., Feb. 236.—It has been a 
day for the anarchists. They threatened all 
day yesterday that the ld to-day commence 
a filibustering movem d result in 
defeating the sending of the, Carolina 
case to the Electors’ Coma before 
Wednesday. These attempts were made this 
morning and continued throughout the day, 
but they were beaten at every point by a large 
majority, and at 6:15, after a continuous ses- 
sion of more than eight hours, the certificates of 
the South Carolina case were referred to the 
Commission. This result might have been 
reached sooner but for the unfortunate and stu- 
pid parliamentary blunders committed in two 
or three instances by Republicans. The day 
was full of complicated, dilatory, and filibuster- 
ing motions. Early in the morning the Revo- 
lutionists were 

MADE VERY JUBILANT 
by a ruling of Speaker Randall that the testi- 
mony in the Pennsylvania case couid be read, 
and by a victory which they gained in sustaining 
that ruling upon an appeal from the Chair. The 
motion to read was carried by yeas, 133; nays, 
116,—only thirteen Democrats voting with the 
Republicans. At this stage of the proceedings 
many Republicans were discouraged, and feared 
that the revolutionists in the Sunday in- 
terim had succeeded in strengthening their 
forces. This vote, however, was not a test of 
their strength, as many Democrats who other- 
wise would have voted with the Republicans 
preferred to vote with their party,since the issue 
had been made on the redding of a comparative- 
ly brief piece of testimony that it would have 
taken much less time to read than to call the 
roll upon, and for the further reason that in 
making their objections the Republicans were 
unnecessarily irritating and offensive. 
" THE GREAT ANXIETY 
was lest the precedent established in the Penn- 
sylvania case might necessitate the reading of 
the voluminous testimony of the South Carolina 
Investigation Committee, for which two or 
three days would be required. The attempt was 
not made to read this as a part of the objection 
in the Joint Conventicn, but it will undoubtedly 
be made in the House when the case is returned 
from the Tribunal. The fact that the manu- 
script of the entire South Carolina testimony 
has been withdrawn from the Government 
Printing Office by the Democratic Committee 
confirms this theory. 
THE TEST VOTE OF THE DAY 

was on the motion made by Poppleton, of Ohio, 
after the session of the Joint Convention, that 
the House take a recess until to-morrow at 10 
o’clock. The Ohio Democrats, especially those 
who have been rejected by their constituents, 
are the most conspicuous in their attempts to 
lead the filibustering revolutionists. This mo- 
tion was rejected by a vote of 183 yeas to 78 
nays. The result showed that, on any test vote 
upon a motion of a really filibustering charac- 
ter, the anarchists have not increased their 
strength. ‘Their highest vote last week was 83, 
and they did not exceed this number to-day.

The second trial of Alexander Sullivan, upon 
the indictment charging him with the murder 
of Francis Hanford, on the 7th of August, 1876, 

in the Criminal Court yesterday

the interest in the case had died out, but the 
gmall attendance is attributable to two things: 
Atthe first trial, every one who came along 
was allowed to squeeze into the room, and to 
stand on the benches or gallery-guards, and the 
consequence was the greatest disorder charac- 
terized the proceedings, and the Court officers 
were unable to control the mob. Sheriff Kern 
is determined to prevent the repetition of such

THE SOUTH PARKS. 
The Reply of the Commissioners to dome 
Statements of Judge Dunlevy’s. 

Yesterday’s issue of a morning paper pub- 
lished a letter from Mr. John C. Dunlevy, mak- 
ing certain charges against the South Park Com- 
missioners in relation to the purchase of land at 
the corner of Fifty-first street and the Grand 
boulevard, stating that the Commission paid 
Obadiah Jackson $64,263.31 for 11.6 acres, and 
that the property adjoined the Gibson tract, for 
which only $2,850 per acre had been paid. The 
letter also claimed that H. H. Honore had re- 
ceived from the Commission $69.975 for 2 
acres on Drexel and Fifty-first street, while ad- 
joining and similar property had only cost them 
$38,000 per acre. 

In order to ascertain the facts, a TRIBUNE re- 
porter called upon members of the Board yes- 
terday for an explanation. 

‘* Tne Honore tract.“ said a member, “is 572 
feet front by 250 teet deep, at the corner of 
Fifty-first street and the park, and was bought 
by the Commissioners to enlarge the entrance 
to the k, which was recommended by the 
landscape architects and deemed necessary. The 
price paid was about $69,000. The Jackson 
tract consisted Of 528 feet front on the Grand 
boulevard at the corner of Fifty-first street and 
the park, was purchased for about $60,000, and 
was acquired on the recommendation of the 
landscape architect.“ 

‘THE CHARGE IS 
that adjoining and similar lands were pur- 
chased for $3,000 an acre. Is that true?” 

The adjoining tract of about fifteen acres, 
running through the then swampy lands, was 
bought for about $3,000 per acre, including in- 
terest and all. This was among the first pieces 
purchased for the park, and several years before 
the Jackson or Honore tracts were bought. 
This property as a whole did not compare at all 
in value or any respect with theJacksoa or Hon- 
ore tracts, which were bought after the improve- 
ment of the north end and the construction of 
the Grand boulevard, whichin itself enhanced 
the value of property all around it.“ 

“Was any other property, similarly sit- 
uated to the Jackson and Honore tracts, aequir- 
ed at or about the time those tracts were pur- 
chased ?”’ 

No, sir. There was no other property simi- 
larly situated.“ 

“Was any other property in their neighbor- 
hood purchased at or about the time they were 
bought!“ 

„% No, sir; I don’t think there was.“ 

“Was any other property at ail bought at 
that time , 

It seems to me that there was no necessity 
for any other purchase at that time. There

As to Dunlevy’s charge that the Commis- 
sioners had alleged that $50,000 had been paid 
to improve the Phillips tract, while in reality 
such was not the case, the Commissioners say 
that no money has been paid out for that pur- 

, and they never said it had, but they are 
equally positrve that no such amount as $50,000 
has been paid to aid Phillips in securing a title 
tothe land claimed by him. The only expense 
to the Commission occasioned by the 
effort to secure the Phillips clam 
has been $20,000, arising almost 
entirely out of the litigation, only a small 
amount having been pai Phillips on his con- 
tract. The $800 contract has not beenset aside, 
and no new contract has been made. Phillips 
was to get the whole $160,000, minusjthe legal 
expenses, and was not limited to $40,000, as 
— by Mr. Dunlevy.

THE BREECHES BIBLE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 24.—The “‘ Breeches”’ 

Bible is by no means 80 rare as some of your 
correspondents suppose. Copies are of frequent 
occurrence on the catalogues of dealers in rare and 
curious books. Within a little more than two 
years I have noticed on the catalogues of a sin- 
le dealer (A. L. Luyster, of No. 188 Fulton 
street. New York) no less than six copies,— 


some not quite perfect,—at prices ranging from 
$6 to $18. One copy of the edition of 1611, 
‘folio, full antique calf, fine copy, in excellent 
preservation,” is priced at $15. The first edi- 
tion of the Gene van or Brecches” Bible was 
published at Geneva in 1560 by Row- 
land Hall; the last at London in 
1616 by Robert Barker. Lowndes (Bib 
liographers Manual, pp. 181-5) mentions 
over eighty editions, of which twenty-nine (five 
folio, seventeen quarto, and seven octavo) were 
published by Robert Barker between 1600 and 
1616. Although its rarity has been overesti- 
mated by poss — * ents, it is neverthe- 
less one of the most interesting of the early 
English versions. It was the first English 
Bible on which the present division of the text 
into verses was introduced. It was for many 
years the most popular in England, and was the 
last to yield to the “‘authorized version. Its 
— competitor before the publication of 

ing James’, or the authoriz version, was 
the Bishop’s”’ Bible, first published in 1568. 
The Genevan version was a careful revision of 
Tindal and Coverdale’s Bible, by Coverdale 
himself, assisted by others, d his resi- 
dence in Geneva, where he taken 
refuge from the persecution of Protest- 
ants under Queen Mary. The Bishop’s” 
Bible was a revision, by several eminent 
scholars, among whom were a number of Bish- 
ops of the Church of England, under the di- 
rection of Archbishop Parker, who was not en- 
tirely satisfied with Coverdale’s revision. As 
may be supposed, the Bishop’s Bible was the 
version recognized by the Established Church, 
while the Genevan was the favorite among the 
dissenters. The Bishop’s Bible was the basis of 
our present authorized version, which su- 

rseded it as soon as the new version was pub- 

ished, but the Genevan yielded more slowly, 

and it was several years before the superior ex- 
cellence of the authorized version was univer- 
sally acknowledged. 

I have in my ! rary a copy of the second folio 
edition of the Bishop’s Bible, of which the fol- 
lowing is the full title: ‘‘ The Holie Byble, con- 
teynyng the Old Testament and the 
Newe. Imprinted at London in Potles Church 
Yarde by Richard Ingge, Printer to the Queenes 
Majestie, 1572.“ It is a huge folio and contains, 
besides the text of the Old and New Testament 
and the , A Preface into the Bible,“ 
by Archbishop Parker. a prologue by Archbishop 
Cranmer, a calendar and table of lesson for 
Mattins and ** Euensong,’’ several mabs and 
a profusion of quaint and curious woodcuts. 
Among others is a map of the Garden of Eden. 
On one of the fly-leaves is a curiously written 
family-record, from which I extract the foilow- 
ing: “John Dabney, ye sonne off Wyllen Dab- 
ney, was bourne ye I daye off Maye, beying a 
a Sundaye bytweene ye oweres of xj and xij in 
ye mournyng, ye yeare off our Lord God 1568.“ 

I have also anothe: uid Bible which is some- 
thing of a curiosity. It is a copy of the Latin 
Vulgate printed in Venic, by John of Cologne, 
and Herbert of Selingenstat, in 1484 It is a 
small quarto, bound in heavy oak boards covered 
with hogskin, with brass clasps, and is in per- 
fect condition. The type is a small but very 
beautifuland perfect Gothic, and the ink a clear 
and brilliant black. Both the type and press- 
work would do credit to any printing establish- 
ment at the present day. The initial-letters, 
some of which are very elaborate, are all dove in 
colors by hand. The book has neither title- 
page, catch-words, or pagination, none of 
which were in use until several years 
later. The colophon, which, like the 
text, is full of abbreviations, is as 
follows: Exactu est inclytam urbe venetiaru 
sacro sanctu biblie volumen entegerrimis expoli 
tusqz litteraru carracteribus Magistri Johannis 
dicti‘ magni: Herbort de selgenstat alemani: 
qui salvarium pace ausum illud affirmare: 
ceteros facile omnes hac tempe state 
supereminct Olympiadibus dominicis Anno 
M. C. C. C. CL. XXXIIII. pri die kalendar Mau.“ 

The text is, of course, without the verse di- 
vision in use at the present day, has but few 
capitals and no punctuation except the colon 
and period. Each book is preceded by the pro- 
logues of St. Jerome, and the Old and New 
Testaments are preceded by his epigtles to St. 
Ambrose and Pope Damasus. The k is euri- 
ous and interesting, both asa very fine spect- 
men of early printing and as an example of the 
text of St. Jerome long prior to the Sixtine and 
Clementine revisions.

SOURCE OF THE CONGO FOUND. 
Sprinqgfeid (Mass.) Repudlican. 

Another nation, the Portuguese, enters the 
fiela of African discovery. For over three cen- 
turies Portugal has done nothing in that line 
she opened so well with Vasco di Gama and the 
other botd navigators who followed him; she 
has been content only to bold her Guinea 
colonies and the Eastern province of Mozam- 
bique, harvest the commercial rewards of their 
oecupation, govern her few hundred thousand 
Africans with severity, and carry on a profitable 
slave-trade. Now it occurs to her that what so 
many explorers are busy about may be worth 
her while to look after, even on her on account; 
two expeditions have already been ordered, one 
for the east, the other for the west coast, and 
that for the east has already departed for 
Mozambique. The work of exploration com- 
mitted to these expeditions is expected 
to consume five years and to cost $1,500,000 
Almost coincident with this important 
mission is the news from Angola that 
a Portuguese merchant has found the source of 
the river Zaire, or, as we call it, the Congo. This 
merchant places it twenty days’ march east from 
Melange, in the very region traversed by Living- 
stone on his first journey across the continent, 
when, as well as in su uent explorations, he 
crossed the River Kassabi, thinking it possible 
that it was an affluent of the Congo, though 
making no endeavor to proye it, since his special 
interest was in the source and feeders of the 
Nile. This Kassabi or Kassai rises from a great 
spring, gushing in an open plain near Dumbo 

embo, flows northward and becomes the Nzare, 
and is, in fact, identical with the great Zaire, or 
Con The Portuguese editor adds that this 
destroys Lieut. Cameron's that the Lual- 
aba is the Congo, but, as that river flows north- 
ward, and Cameron has 22 by comparison 
of levels that it cannot enter into the great lakes 
that feed the White Nile, it would seem to be 
necessarily a tributary of the Congo, if not the 
main stream.

The Raleigh (N. C.) News, which is the 
recognized organ of Gov. Vance and the 
Democratic party of the State, in comment- 
ing upon the Oregon decision as virtually 
awarding the Presidency to Mr. Hares, says: 
„The South will not suffer under Hares’ 
administration ; there is every assurance that 
he will be both liberal and just to our 
section.” It is only fair to the people of 
North Carolina to note that this expression 
represents the average sentiment as express- 
ed by the newspaper press of that State, 
and presumably the average sentiment of 
the people. There was always a strong 
Union feeling in the old ‘‘ North State,” 
which, during the War, suffered some of the 
pains of martyrdom, and which is ready to 
assert itself at any sign of treason or revo- 
lution. Some of the Northern Democracy 
might learn a lesson in patriotism from all 
this, but perhaps the Northern Democracy 
does not want the South treated well so 
much as it does a» united South to sustain 
the Democratic aspiration for spoils. 


In the way of relieving the pressure on 
the law courts, a bill was passed in the Illi- 
nois House last Saturday which should re- 
ceive the prompt concurrence of the Senate. 
The text of the bill, which merely proposes 
an amendment to the existing statute, is as 
follows : 

All causes shall be tried, or otherwise disposed 
of, in the order they are placed on the docket, 
and the Court may direct the clerk to make out 
two or more trial dockets, and to place all causes 
upon notes and other instruments of writing for 
the payment of money only, and upon open ac- 
counts, on one of such dockets, all appeals from 
Justices of the Peace on another of such dockets, 
and may cause the distribution of causes upon 
separate dockets, as, in its discretion, it may deem 
necessary and proper, and the Court may try or 
otherwise dispose of the causes in their order, on 
any of sach dockets as it may deem proper. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
adoption of this practice will bring great re- 
lief in the Courts. The manner of docket- 
ing trials now in vogue keeps attorneys and 
litigants dancing attendance at the courts in 
constant uncertainty as to when cases will be 
reached, and important suits are sandwiched 
in between suits on notes that will scarcely 
be contested and appeals from the Justices’ 
Courts. If a separate docket were allotted 
to these two classes, they could be taken up 
at any set time and disposed of with great 
rapidity, thus clearing up the docket, getting 
rid of a large number or dragging cases, and 
saving a large amount of time to attorneys, 
clients, aud witnesses. The business of the 
civil courts could be so systematized on this 
basis as to dispose uf a much larger portion 
of it in a given time than at present. 


TILDEN: aS HE WAS AND JS. 

There wasn time when Mr. Samvet J. 
TILDEN was a very important public charac- 
ter. Now he is merely a private citizen with 
a good many agly ‘lawsuits on hand, but 
with plenty of time to give them his per- 
sonal attention. Not to speak disrespect- 
fully, Mr. Torx for a few months past has 
been a very live tiong but all at once he has 
become a very dead dog. The likeness is 
sugyested by the vonduct of his friends and 
political associates. When Mr. TiLpEN was 
using that barrel of money where it would 
do most good, and while there was a pros- 
pect that he might become the dispenser of 
some 60,000 offices, his friends clung to him 
with an enthusiasm entirely commensurate 
with the prospective ability of Mr. TD 
toreward it. From present indications it will 
be but a short time till none can be found so 
poor as to do him reverence. His is not 
exactly the plaintive iament of old Rip 
Van Winkle who cried, *‘ Are we so soon for- 
got when we are gone?”, but the recollection 
that is cherished of him by his party friends 
is altogether unenviable, being full of re- 
proach and e. Had it fallen to 
Mr. Hayes’ lot to fetire to private life, he 
would have been followed there with the 
best wishes of his party friends and even the 
admiration of his opponents. But the op- 
ponents of Mr. Ti_peEn have been too sincere 
all along in their conviction of 'TrLpEN’s con- 
spicuous unfitness for the chief office in the 
nation to change their opinion in the hour of 
his defeat, and now even his party friends 
are beginning to desert him with ill-natured 
flings, to blame him for the defeat that has 
come, and toacknowledge that much that has 
been said to his disadvantage was true. That 
this disposition has cropped out even before 
Mr. Hares’ title to the office has been finally 
and fully confirmed is indicative of a good 
deal more tocome when the political re- 
mains of Samve.J. To shall be formally 
laid away for good and all. 

Mr. Henprices’ ardor for Torx has 
cooled off considerably since he discovered 
the overtures made by the Tux faction to 
arrange matters so thai the House should elect 
Tro President, leaving the Senate to elect 
Wueeuer Vice-President. It was selfish and 
mean, in view of the fact that Hexpaicxs 
had lost the nomination for President in the 
first place through Tonk 's lavish use of 
money, and then had taken the second place 
under protest to help Tilorx through. 
Mr. Henpricss’ faith in human nature was 
naturally a good deal impaired at being de- 
serted the moment TI thonght he could 


according to law, the result is the election 
of Hayes and Win Hewprices ac- 
oh the situation almost complacently, and 
is opposed to the tactics of the Desperadoes. 
Of course, he thinks that the present defeat 
will inure to the benefit of the Democratic 
party in the next election, but that is very 
likely because he expects to head the ticket 
in 1880, instead of playing tail to Mr. Tu- 
pen’s kite. 

The Washington Sunday Herald, which 
has had nothing but good words for Ti-pEN 
during the campaign, now rebels at the sug- 
gestion that he will again be candidate in 
1880, and speaks right out in meeting. It 
says plainly that Democratic defeat is mainly 
to be attributed to TW. dictation 
through the campaign, and the disreputable 
methods which he adopted to achieve suc- 
cess. His ‘‘ cooking the primaries,” alt- 
ing” the politicians at St. Louis, mak- 
ing money the key-note of the cam- 
paign, i the Liberty Street 
Literary Bureau, receiving and sending ras- 
cally cipher dispatches at Gramercy Park, 
and similar incidents in Mr. TIuDEx's career 
as a candidate, are openly denounced, and it 
concludes that it is preposterous, “ after 
such an ignominious and disastrous experi- 
ence as this, we are asked to train under 
Tuns in 1880.” Mr. Lz Morxx, one of the 
Democratic Congressmen from Chicago, like- 
wise reflected the sentiments of a very large 
number of his own party when he said in 
Congress the other day: If Mr. TILDEN 
could only be made President by getting the 
vote from Oregon in opposition to the vote 
of a majority of the people, he had better re- 
main a private citizen. If Tons either 
directly or indirectly consented to the pur- 
chase of a Republican Elector, he deserves 
double condemnation from every man who 
supported him.” Of course we are 
only just beginning to get at the 
‘‘ true inwardness of Democratic sentiment 
as to Mr. Torn in the attitude of an ex- 
candidate.

THE SHRINKAGES : 1873—1876. 

The panic of 1873 was the sudden arrest of 
an overwrought and exhausted credit system. 
The period since then has been a time of 
arduous recovery, slow, and in countless 
cases vain, and, generally, the recuperation 
protracted. One of the great interests which 
succumbed was that of railroad construction. 
The old system of building railroads, with at 
least one-third or more of the capital in cash, 
had been abandoned, and roads were built, 
equipped, and put in operation exclusively 
by the use of bonds. With bonds, sold at a 
discount, land was purchased, grading paid 
for, iron bought, labor . hired, and roads 
equipped; holders of bonds could borrow 
money on them, and bonds were as plentiful 


Lin the market as the most needy of borrow- 


ers could demand. But the collapse of this 
unlimited credit was reached. Bonds and 
stocks, representing thousands of miles of 
railway completed, and as many more miles 
partially completed, ceased to have any 
value. The only substance behind them was 
that of unproductive railways mortgaged for 
three or four times the amounts for which 
the same could have been constructed 
with cash. That was three years and 


more ago, and the process of ro- 
ducing this indebtedness to some- 
thing in proportion to the value 


of the property has become a necessity. 
The Railoay Age recently published a list 
showing the names and the mileage of com- 
pleted and operated railroads which, during 
1876 alone, have either been sold under fore- 


closure, or, having previously defaulted and 


having failed to resume, have been marked for 
foreclosure by the appointments of Re- 
oelvers on the action of bondholders. These 
figures show that roads with u mileage of 
over 14,000 miles and representing $900,- 
000,000 capital have taken steps towards a 
reorganization. This mileage is nearly 
equal to one-fifth of the railway mileage of 
the country, and nearly one-fifth of the cap- 
ital. 

Here, then, was $900,000,000 of the capi- 
tal of the country locked up in unproductive 
investment. What will be the outcome of 
the reorganization—that is, how much of the 
original investment will be rescued in any 
form—remains to be seen, but the contrac- 
tion will represent the sum extinguished. 

If to this be added the enormous shrink- 
age in the value of real estate,—as well that 
improved in cities as that in suburban lots 
and sites purchased at large prices for spec- 
ulation, and in which large sums were in- 
vested in part payments; the shrinkage in 
the value of the iron-mills and furnaces, sud- 
denly deprived of all their large business; 
the shrinkage in the values of all other 
kindred establishments, factories, mills, min- 
ing and lumber property, shipping, and the 
transportation interests, with the fall in the 
income from rents; the losses on merchan- 
dise, stocks on hand of manufacturers and of 
many hundreds of thousands of dealers; the 
losses on life insurance, and by defalcations, 
embezzlements, and by the waste and plunder 
of tax-eating governments, rings, and organ- 
zations,—there can be little wonder that times 
have been hard and remain so, When this 
annihilation of credit, destroying or burying 
so much capital, is considered, it is no mys- 
tery that business has been depressed, confi- 
dence weak, recuperation slow, labor idle, 
and poverty increased. It will not be until 
the work now going on in railroad securities 
shail be completed generally, until the false 
shail be expelled from the real, the shadowy 
from the substantial, and all values rest on a 
real and not a fictitious basis, that the resto- 
ration can be permanent and general. 

The inflation of credits began in 1861, and 
progressed rapidly until 1865, not pausing 
even then when the War was over. The era 
of rapidly-gained fortunes, sudden accumu- 
lations of wealth, and extraordinary extrava- 
gance in personal expenditure, was of neces- 
sity marked by the most frantic efforts to 
get rich by short processes, and hence spec- 
ulation assumed its wildest forms. This 
speculat:ve mania grasped at everything, and 
the struggle of craft and betting on good 
luck continued for eight years after peace 
had been restored. This was the time when 
bonds, and notes, and stocks grew so 
abundant, and took the place of actual 
capital. Men were educated to believe that 
cash was wholly unnecessary as capital, that 
bonds were equally good, that it was unneces- 
sary to have cash for money, that notes, even 

ones, were even better than the 
precious metals; then mortgages and trust- 
deeds were executed with reckless facility, 
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the lowest order, not having the shame of 


borrowed on the mere reputation of daring. 
It is not strange that there was a sudden and 
calamitous end to all this, but it is strange 
that so few had expected or prepared for it. 
The twelve years of persistent gambling 
could have but the one end, and yet man- 
kind was astonished. Multitudes to this 
day shut their eyes to the causes leading up 
to the collapse of the credit system, and 
ascribe their inability to pay their debts, and 
the shrinkage of values, to some imagin- 
ary contraction of the currency. Even now, 
after three years of depression, the falling 
off in production and consumption, the vol- 
ume of currency has scarcely experienced 
any perceptible reduction. There are still 
$700,000,000 of irredeemable paper money 
in circulation, or lying idle on deposit wait- 
ing investment. 

The contraction which has taken place 
has been that of credit,—a contraction of 
personal and corporate credit; notes and 
bonds issued by the ream are no longer avail- 
able for loans, or marketable for cash. The 
first, second, and third mortgage bonds of 
impecunious corporations owning unpro- 
ductive railroads, or other operative works, 
have all about the same want of value, and 
are equally unavailable as assets, The facili- 
ties for getting into debt no longer exist as 
they did in the speculative days of riotous 
credit, The business of getting rich sud- 
denly by issuing bonds and watering stocks 
has closed; wealth is no longer made by 
additions to the selling prices of town lots, 
or marking up the prices of goods. Men 
can no longer enrich each other by swapping 
„ cats and dogs,” and at values written 
among the millions. All that fictitious busi- 
ness is at an end, and the same work which 
we have mentioned as going on in the matter 
of railroad valuations—the coming down 
from the fanciful to the real—must be car- 
ried through to the end in all lines of busi- 
ness. Credit and value must be brought to 
a common standard, and thus, when the 
$900,000,000 invested in these foreclosed 
railways shall be reduced in amount to cor- 
respond with the preductive value of the 
property, and the speculative investments in 
all other lines shall experience the same re- 
organizing process, then confidence arid 
credit will revive, and in that revival will be 
a renewal of prosperity, production, and of 
national and individual wealth. ‘

cost. The law makes the boulevards part of 
the system of the parks, and these odd lots 
are necessary to fill gaps and angles in the 
road which has long since been laid out, and 
with these exceptions reduced to possession. 

While on this quesfion it may not be out 
of place to repeat what Taz Tame has 
already said, that the purchase of any land 
whatever for the Southeast Park was a great 
misfortune. That park was unnecessary, 
and added greatly to the cost of the whole 
business. Instead, therefore, of buffing any 
more land for that or any other of the parks, 
the Commissioner who should propose it 
ought to be removed. So long as the Com- 
missioners shall refuse to pay fancy prices 
or extravagant prices for land within the 
original legal limits of the park, they will be 
sustained by general public opinion, even 
if it leaves such land unpurchased for the 
remajnder of this century, The park debt 
and park taxation are fully as large as the 
public wish them to be. |

THE FIGHT IN CONGRESS. 

The battle in the House of Kepresentatives 
over the counting of the votes reached a 
pretty decided point yesterday. The Despe- 
radoes were violent and insulting. When 
Hewitt made a speech counseling modera- 
tion and submission, he was hooted at and 
stigmatized as a *‘ coward.”

nouncement of their intention to leave Constanti- 
nople. This very regretable resolution we did 
everything in our power to overcome, while, at 
the same time, we have the consciousness of hav- 
ing fulfilled the most sacred duty in resisting de- 
mands, the principle of which alone Was an in- 
fringement of sovereignty and an alienation of 
national independence. 

In sending you the inclosed copy of the last pro- 
tocol of the Conference, I cannot avoid calling 
your attention to the 17 made by Gen. Igna- 
tieff, the text of which is therein contained. 

Ignatiefl, speaking in the name of al] 
colleagues, put forth altogether unex- 
ted ideas on the subject of the pres- 
ent or future consequences of the breaking 
up of the Conference, ds well as the application of 
our Constitution. I cannot dwell upon all the 
points of that speech which ought to provoke 
criticism or protest, but I muet not over in 
silence the ges of this address which apvear 
to accuse the Ottoman Empire of having broken 
the political ties which attach it to the great 
Kuropean family, and to supfiress the duties and 
rights which this situation admits of. “We decline 
to believe that such could be the thonght of Eu- 
rope, or that a want of understanding between the 
Powers and Turkey upon a point in discussion 
“suffices to destroy or to call into question a histor- 
ical work which was accomplished twenty years ago. 
The same observation may apply to the other commi- 
natory words which were spoken by the delegate to 
Itussia. It is not possible that Europe meant to 
join in them and to deny Turkey the exercise of 
rights and faculties appertaining to every inde- 
pendent State, and this on the occasion of a disa- 
greement which, however regretable it may be, 
— * have the effect of overthrowing public 
t. 
he views expressed by Gen. Ignatieff present 
this particular feature, namely: that, being uttered 
atthe closing of the Conference, they placed the 
Ottoman Plenipotentiaries in a most delicate i- 
tion. Nothing would have been easier for them, 
if they had not considered it necessary carefully to 
avoid the ground upon which the General had 
just entered, than to approach one by one the 
different points he had touched upon, in order to 
correct at once that which in fhis assertions was 
defective in form as well as in substance. But 
the subjects of which he spoke had so little 
reference to the object of the deiiberations 
of the Conference, and were so entirely outside the 
program of ite labors, that the Ottoman Pleni- 
potentiaries thought it was better, after all, to push 
reonal delicacy towards the representative of 
ussia to its uttermost limite, and they preserved 
silence. The representatives of the other Powers 
followed their example. and we are able to per- 
ceive therein an unequivocal sign of the astonish- 
ment with which they listened to the language in 
which Gen. Ignatie® pretended to express the 
thoughis of his colleagues. 

Tne Sublime Porte is by no means blind to the 
dangers of its position, and the new difiiculties 
which the unfortunate issue of the Conference 
might, perhaps, raise in ite path. But it is per- 
suaded that Europe will not wish to aggravate 
the consequences thereof by rendering it respon- 
rible for his failure, which is excla- 
sively due to the maintenance of two 
measures of which the efficacy and practical 
utility are at least contestabie, and which without 
any doubt, would have ecen paralyzed by the sen- 
timent of gencral reprobation with which they 
would have been received if the Imperial Gov- 
ernment had allowed itself to be drawn into ac- 
cepting them, in contempt of all pational dig- 
nity. It appears to us impossible that we should 
thus have lost the good wishes and sympathies of 
Europe.

RUSSIAN PLOTTINGS. 
Correspondence London Standard. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 6.—A great sensation 
has been caused here by the publication of a 
brochure, entitled Les Responsabilites.” It 
contains nine confidential letters from Gen. Ig- 
natieff to M. Novikoff, at Vienna; one letter 
from M. Jomini to M. Novikoff; twenty-two 
cipher dispatches from Russian Consuls to the 
secret Panslavist Committee at Vienna, and 
many dispatches from the Central Committee 
of St. Petersburg to the Committees of Vienna. 
It also contains a ictter from the Prince of 
Montenegro to one of the Rassian Grand-Dukes, 
and a most extraordinary letter from Gen. Ig- 
natieff to the Khedive. 

The following is from a letter of Gen. Igna- 
tieff to M. Nivikoff: 

Thanks to the infatuation of the Turks and the 
obstinacy of the Patriarch a split between the Bul- 

arians and the Greeks has become inevitable. It 
snow that activity must be redoubled. If the 
Grand Vizier accepts the resignation of the Patri- 
arch, which is almost certain, it will be necessary 
to inaugurate the arrival of anew prelate by an 
address from the inhabitants of Thrace, Macedonia, 
Bosnia, and the Herzegovina, who will demand 
national Bishops. In this manner at each 
new patriarchate we shall gain some dioceses. I 
have already written in thix sense to Adrianople 
andto Monastir. Your Committee must do as 
much for the Herzegovina and Bosnia. Have you 
received the new strategic charisof the western 
provinces of Turkey after the reports of our ex- 
lorers’ Thanks to God, all goes well, but I shail 

stall more satisfied when I receive orders to de- 
mand my passports. 

The following is from the Director of the 
Asiatic Chancellery at St. Petersburg: 

As Gen. Ivnatieff keeps you informed of all that 

eat Constantinople it is annecessary that I 
should relate bo 28 all the grievous news we re- 
ectve from Izargrad. Dy the General's letter you 
will readily see that he constantly maintains that 
optimism which is the foundation of his character. 
As for me, I will tell you frankly that 1 no longer 
believe in the brilliant expectations of our 
friends at Constantinople. The Anglo-Aus- 
trian intrigue ie o powerful at Constanti- 
nople that I no longer expect gn early return to 
oftice of Mahmoud Pasha, and especially as the 
Sultan himself, with his feeble*and vacillating 
character, seems to have allowed himself to be per- 
suaded of the necessity of keeping in power the 
present Ministry.

THE MARK LANE REPORT. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Loxpox, Feb. 26.—The Mark Lane Express 
says: The weather has been stormy and un- 
settled, with only a slightly-diminished rain-fall. 
Field-work, therefore, progressed slowly on 
heavy lands. Farming operations on light 
lands, however, bas been fairly rapid. Autumn- 
sown crops continue sufficiently healthy, but 
their future prospcrity depends on whether the 
winter has spent itself. Should March weather be 
frosty, the consequences may be disastrous. The 
farmers continue to thresh wheat slowly, there 
having been little incentive, as the damp 
weather has affected the condition of the bulk 
of offerings, and the advance of 1 shilling per 
quarter, which has taken place, has applied 
only to dry samples. Despite the somewhat in- 
creased imports of foreign wheat, the firmness 
has continued, and the reaction was very marked 
last Monday, when a healthy and fairly brisk 
demand began for all varieties at au advance of 
1 shilling per quarter. The improvement is not 
due to politics, the weather, or Continental de- 
mand, but 
TO THE LEGITIMATE EFFECT OF SMALL IM- 

PORTS, 
a diminution of stocks, and a prospective short- 
ness of supplies from all sources except Cali- 
fornia. Some earlier shipments from San Fran- 
cisco and Oregon have made their appearance in 
London, and freely found buyers at about 33 
shillings to 55 shillings per quarter, ex ship; 
and, although we are likely to become receivers 
of 4 large quantity of this class of wheat as the 
season advances, it is probable that the short- 
ness of stocks and the deficient harvest of 1876 
in most parts of the world will bring Continen- 
tal buyers, and, by diverting a considerable por- 
tion of the quantity afloat to other destinations, 
prevent our market being glutted with this use- 
ful variety of wheat. Our trade seems to be

spears likely to continue, being neither unduly

The firmness of holders 
caused an advance of 6 pence per quarter on oats, 
while {maize, especially old corn, is higher. 
Bariey remains without quotable alteration, but 
the trade is rather better. Malting and grind- 
ing qualities have maintained previous prices. 
Business in floating cargoes ruled firm, with 
a slight enhancement of values.”’ 

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

Loypon, Feb. 26.—In the House of Lords to-

THE JANUARY BULLION PRODUCT. 

The returns of the principal gold and silver mines 
give a total product for January of $3, 109, 000. 
This is not up to the average. Belcher and Ophir, 
for instance, which a few months ago. were produc- 
ing $200,000 to $875,000 a month turned out in 
January only $37,000 and $3,300 respectively. 

California’s January prodact was $1,613, 700, 
the Consolidated Virginia 8519, 300, the two 
givimg $593, o more than last year. Up. to Feb. 
17 the bullion shipments from the two latter mines 
amounted to $686, 426. 
BRITISH TRADE SIGNS. 

The British monthly returns of trade and navi- 
gation for January disclose a slight improvement 
in a few of the most important branches of British 
trade; in one or two there are symptoms of further 
decline, and in the rest stagnation continues, 
The British imports for January, 1877, amounted 
to $165, 000. 000. an excess of $21,250,000 over 
those for January, 1876, and ef $2,500,000 over 
those of January, 1875. The supply of fresh beef 
from abroad, mest of it from this country, rose 
from $52, 280 in January, 1875, to $438, $40 in the 
corresponding month of this year. There was in 
general an Increase in the import of food, 


an indication that the well being of the 
people had not been seriously affect- 
ed. Another encouraging sign was in- 


creased imports of cotton, flax, and wool, for use in 
manufacturing. The condition of the export trade 
is such, to use the language of the London Times. 
as to for all the fortitude Englishmen have. 
The value of the export for January 1877 was 
$79, 730, 000, a decline of more than $5, 000, 000 
co with January 1875. Im cottons the 
quautity has increased, but not enough to make 
good the decline in prices. In linens prices have 
fallen, but quantities imported have not changed.

funds, andthat Mr. Hyde shared in the profits of 
these frauds. Plaintifis ask for an injunction 
against further distribution of the aesets andan 
order for Hyde's examination. Mr. Hyde, in 
answer, charges that the application is merely 
speculative. Decision reserved. 

FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE PUBLIC AGAINST 

ITS CREATURE, THE CORPORATION. 

“Tt has been decided by Judge Van Vorst, of the 
New York Supreme Court, that a contract for con- 
trolling the affairs of a corporation is against pub- 
lic policy and void. The case was that of J. C. 
Jacobs against Sylvester J. Miller. The plaintiff 
and defendant made a contract for the purpose of 
getting control of a certain company, and eiecting 
a President and other officers of their own selec- 
tiog and for theirown purposes.

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The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday than the average, and all were 3 
early; bat some improved in the latter part of 
session and closed relatively firm. The feeling 
was generally dull, buyers being disposed to hold 
off for lower prices. The news?from the Old World 
was in favor of war, indicating that Russian treops 
are ordered to move through Roumania, and this 
was possibly the cause of the later advance in the 
gold premium reported from New York; but the 
markets at other points did not seem to feel the 
effects of it, breadstuffs being firm and provisions 
dull in Europe. We note that the outward move- 
ment of produce from this city continues small, 
and that from the seaboard is on the decrease. 

There were no noticeable changes in the market 
for domestic dry goods. For a Monday a fair vol- 
ume of orders were received, and the week prom- 
ises to witness a larger distribution than was ac- 
complished during the previous week. Prices were 
again quoted firm. The grocery market was quiet 
in most departments, and, excepting sugars, for- 
mer quotations were only fairly sustained. Sugars 
were held an %c higher, in response toa Me ad- 

vance at the East. Coffees were dealt in cautious- 
ly, buyers evidently regarding present prices un- 
warrantably high. Teas are receiving increasing 
attention, and the market seems to be gradually 
working into firmer position. There was a dull 
and drooping butter market. Stocks are larger 
than is considered desirable at this stage of the 
season, and the anxiety of holders to unload leads 
to a generous shading of prices. Cheese remains 
quiet and nominally steady. In the dried fruits 
and fish markets no changes were developed. Oils 
were very quiet and generally unchanged. The 
exception was carbon, in which there was a tumble 
of fully 4c per gallon, 115 test receding to 17%@ 
186, and 150 test to 22%5@22%c. Leather, tobac- 
co, paints and colors, were nominally steady. 

Lumber was in fair interior demand and steady. 
The stock is decreasing, but is ample and generally 
well assorted, and dealers are able to fill their 
orders promptly. Manufacturers are ordering 
wool in small quantities, and trade in the aggre- 
gate ie equal to expectations, and probably the 
stock will be exhausted before the new clip is avail- 
able.

It was figured up to this amount and the 
notes were given accordingly, to be paid 
out of the estimates as received. 
He considered the transaction an entirely legit- 
imate one. If McArthur had put in a bid for 
the whole work and had been awarded the con- 
tract, he would have had to sub-let the brick- 
work, and would have obtained a commission 
from the sub-contractors. This sort of thin 
was done every day. No other person obtaine 
any share whatever, and all statements to the 
cont were inco t. 

Mr. Ford intimated that the stoppage of 
the works had been contemplated for some 
time, but efforts had een made to 
tide over the storm, and, it was 
not until last week that these proved 
insufficient. The laborers and workmen gen- 
erally would, vo doubt, get their pay, which in 
each case is underthe $50 limit. He had no idea 
as to the probable future of the works, except 
that it was not likely that the Assignee would 
be allowed to go on with the Court-House con- 
tract, which would extend over two years at 
least. 

Among the assets mentioned in Gen. McAr- 
thur’s petition in bankruptcy was mentioned the 
real estate, on which the foundry is situated, 
valued at $46, 765.22, on which was an incum- 
brance of $21,800, secured to Mr. 
Clement, and also a trust-deed, 
amount not given, to A. West. In looking 
over the records yesterday, a TRIBUNE reporter 
traced the trust-deed back to its original entry, 
and found that it was to secure a note for 
$7,000, payable to the Cook County National 
Bank. The note was dated Jan. 23, 1874, and 
bore interest at the rate of 10 percent. It has 
never been paid.

It will be noticed that the law is very severe 
and very explicit. Gen. McArthur, upon his 
own showing, violated that law. In extenua- 
tion of this it is held that he deposited the 
United States money, as disbursing officer, in 
the Cook County National Bank, under 
instruction from the then Postmaster- 
General. There were but two things for him to 
do at that time—to disobey orders and obey 
the mandates of the law, or to violate a plain! y- 
written edict and obey a superior officer. He 
chose the latter.

A bill was filed yesterday in the United States 
Cireuit Court by Eva and Charles J. Singer 
and Charles Weinland against Daniel Liesberg- 
er, Lazarus Silverman, and the United States, to 
restrain a sale of the Singer Distillery to-morrow 
morning under a mortgage given by Liesberger. 
The complainants state that Eva Singer im Feb- 
ruary, 1874, sold what is known asthe Singer 
Distillery to Charles J. Singer, her husband, 
taking a trust deed for $20,000 on the property 
to secure part of the purchase-money. In 1875 
the premises were leased by Singer and Weinland, 
who own a one-third interest, to Andrew Coch- 
ran, on consent of the Trustee, J. G. William- 
son, and of Mrs. Singer. Cochran ran 
crooked, and in October, 1875, the distillery was 
seized. It was subsequently condemned and 
sold subject to the trust deed. An appeal was 
taken, but the Judge refused, as is alleged, to 
sign the bill of exceptions and the appeal was 
dismissed. A writ of error was then sued out 
and is now pending. 

July 25, 1876, the premises were sold by the 
Marshal. Liesberger was present and demanded 
$500 of Singer on condition that he should not 
bid. He said he was thereto make money and 
intended to buy the distillery. Singer, how- 
ever, refused to pay him anything, but at 
the same time informed him of the ex- 

fistence of the trust-deed and of the ap- 
peal, which was then pending. The sale was 
made, and subsequently Liesberger obtained a 
deed of the premises. He then made a mort- 
gage on the distillery to Lazarus Silverman. 
The latter bas declared a default in the pay- 
ment of the money secured by the mortgage, 
and advertised the premises for sale to-morrow 
morning. 

In order to prevent this sale the complainants 
file their bill. They allege that Liesberger has 
knowledge of their rights, and that a writ of 
error is now pending to reverse the judgment of 
condemnation. They claim that the property is 
worth $50,000, — that irreparable damage will 
be done to th unless the sale be restrained 
until the determination of the writ of error. 

AN IRATE CAPITALIST. 

William W. Walker, of Clarendon Springs, 
Vt., began a suit yesterday by capias in the 
United States Circuit Court against George H. 
Ward to recover some $2,100. Walkersays that 
in 1871, having some spare ca which he 
wished to iuvest, he turned his attention to II- 
linois, where adventurous speculators were 
willing to pay 10 per cent interest, and employ- 
ed Ward as his agent to make the loans.

THE COUNCIL. 
HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 
The Council held a regular meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon, Ald. Aldrich presiding. 


salary of the Health Commissioner at $3, 000. 

Ald. Cullerton moved to amend by adding the 
words, Provided he shall give bis entire time to 
the duties of that office. ’’ 

Tne amendment was accepted, and the ordinance 
thus amended was passed by a unanimous vote. 

DELINQUENT PROPERTY. 

Ald. Gilbert introduced an ordinance requiring 
the City Collector to make ont a report, on the lst 
of March, of all lands, town lots, and real prop- 
erty on which he may be unable to collect special 
assessments, withthe amounts due and unpaid. 
The ordinance was ed by a unanimons vote. 

Ald. White introduced a resolution requiring the 
contractors of the West Side Pamping Works to 
live up to theit contracts. The Alderman stated 
that he had been credibly informed that several of 
the boilers in the new engines had burned out, and 
he considered it quite necessary for the Council to 
see that the provisions of the contracts were faith- 
fully carried out. The resolution was referred to 
the Mayor with power to act. 

Joseph Sibley, the man who was clamped down 
upon by Justice Pollak a few days ago and made a 
defendant in the suit against Dora Forrest, where- 
as he had at first appeared as prosecuting witness 
in the case, sent in a remonstrance against Justice 
Pollaͤk's illegal“ conduct. The petition was 
referred to the Jadiciary Committee. It will be 
remembered that Tux TRIBUNE commented on this 
peculiar instance of snap judgment at the 
time of the occurrence. 

The Committee on Railroads reported in favor of 
adopting the ordinance relating to the Union 
Stock- Yards and Transit Railroad Company. Laid 
over and pubiished, and made a special order for 
next Monday at 4 o'clock. 

THE ESTIMATES. 

The special order having arrived, the Council, on 
motion of Ald. Cullerton, resolved itself into the 
Committee of the Whole, Ald. McAuley being 
called upon to preside. 

Ald, Gilbert cailed attention to the item of $300, - 
000 for gas, and stated that he had heard some 
opinions expreseed to the effect that the item 
could be reduced to $200, 000 

Ald. Sweeney moved to substitute $200,000 for 
$300, 000, and said he was prepared to show that 
the city could get along with the former sum. 

Ald. White seconded the motion. 

Ald. Sweeney said the estimated amount of gas 
to be conenmed during the ensuing year was 
87,000,000 feet, which, at $2 per 1,000, would 
amount to $174,000. The difference between this 
amount and $200,000 would be sufficient to cover 
expenses for cleaning, reparing. thawing, for sal- 
ary of gas-inspector, pay of watchmen, etc., etc. 
He was not in favor of allowing Mr. Billings to 
ut a cool $100,000 in his pocket, but he was in 
avor of allowing other companies to come in and 
fight these gas-monopolies. In concluding, he 
suggested that it might bea good thing to divert 
the $100, 000 that would be saved to the construc- 
tion of new sewers, for which there was a great 
need, and in the building of which the poor man 
would find an inestimable boon. 
out this $100,000, and if the city was in debt to 
the n let them wait for heir money. 

Ald. Cullerton thought the amount oucht to be 
increased in order to cover what was owing to the 
Companies and to pay for lighting the city-during 
the coming year. In short, he thought it would be 
better to pay them and then get rid of them, if 
necessary. 

Ald. Throop, with some figures in his hands from 
the Comptrolier’s office, stated that the amoant 
due the West Side Gas Company, dan. 1, 1877, at 
the rate of $3 per 1,000, was $304,246.74. Prob- 
ably most of the back taxes could not be collected, 
and the debt could not be reduced in this way. The 
gas companies were not pressing the city, and 
should not be tantalized. n the whole, he was 
in favor of a peaceful, conservative course as the 
most judicious thing the city copld do. 

After a great deal of further talk all around over 
a subject which has been discussed and ventilated 
ad nauseam, and after killing half a dozen or more 
motions and amendments, a substitute by Ald. 
Culierton, making the amount $290,000, was 
adopted by a vote of 16 to 15. :

Pearsons then moved to reduce the item 
to $30,000, but the motion was speedily tabled.

Id. Aldrich moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the item of $9,500 was inserted for a lot 
and a new engine-house atthe corner of Ogden 
avenue and Harrison street, on the ground that the 
improvement was unnecessary just at the present 
time.

THE NORMAL SCHOOL. — 

A meeting of the County Board was held vester- 
day afternoon, all the members being present ex- 
cept Messrs. McCaffrey, Tabor, and Conly, who 
are on a mysterious visit to New York. 

Mr. Bradley called up his resolution of two 
weeks ago providing for turningover the Normal 
School at Englewood to the State, and moved its 
adoption as 4 matter of economy.

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BEATEN AGAIN. 


Judge Farwell Sits Down on Mike 
Evans. 


And Refuses to Dissolve the Injunction 
Concerning the Books. 


But Helds Out Some Slight Hope of 
Modifying It. 


Judge Farwell had an audience yesterday 
afternoon of very much the same make-up as 
that which has been in his court-room of late 
M. W. Fuller, John J. Herrick, a few other 
lawyers who dropped in out of mere curiosity, 
and the irrepressible “By Dang” with his 
crowd of hangers-on and sympathizers. The 
moving power which called this assembly to- 
gether once more was the prospect of a decision 
on the motion to dissolve the injunction, and 
Judge Farwell lost no time in squaring himself 
onthe bench and in getting down to work. 
The fullowing is his decision, which, it will be 
seen, again leaves Mike out in the cold: 

In this matter of the application of Evans, Col- 
lector of South Chicago, to dissolve the injunction 
Which was allowed by the Court some time ago on 
the application of Henderson and others, tax-pay- 
ers, in which the counsel were heard on Saturday, 
I have looked the matter over, and will announce 
the view I take of itand the conclusions which I 
have come to. 

THE MAIN GROUND UPON WHICH THIS INJUNC- 
TION WAS ALLOWED— 

perhaps I might say the only ground—was that 

there were property interests at stake, either of the 

»abiic or of the tax-payers, because courteof equity 

o not in any ordinary case interpose to direct offi- 
cers how to conduct themselves—that is, what to 
do or what not to do—uniees there is 
some property right or interest at stake 
which requires their interposition by 
injunction. It was then stated, and appeared, that 
there was danger that the County Clerk woula give 
the warrant and papers necessary for the collection 
of taxes to the Collector withont his producing the 
proper bond, properly approved, and I enjoined 
the County Clerk from handmg over such docu- 
ments, and the Collector from receiving them, ex- 
cept with a proper bond, properly approved. Since 
that injunction was allowed, it seems from the pa- 
pers now before me, that the defendant, Evans, 
nas made efforts through the courts to have his 
bond approved; that two applications have been 
made to the common-law Judges of this Court for 
a mandamus to have his bend approved 
by the Town Clerk and Supervisor so 
that he might get his books. Those applications 
were denied by the Court who heardthem. Now, 
the defendant comes into this court again and says 

hat he has done everything which is in his power 

o do,—everything which, by the rulings of the 
Judges of this Court who had the mandamus pro- 
ceedings before them, he was under any obligation 
to do,—and that the Supervisor, without just 
cause, refused to approve the bond which he 
presented, and he therefore is not enabled 
to get these books, at least without this 
8 shall de dissolved, which pro- 
hibits him from getting them until the 
bond is approved. He says that the Supervisor 
1 unreasonable in the view which he takes as to 
the amount of the surety, or the ability of the 
surety to the bond, and that, if he would actina 
reasonabie and proper way, he would approve the 
bond which he has presented, and therefore he 
asks this Court to withdraw its injunction, and to 
allow him to getthe books, if he can get them, 
claiming that the bond which he has tendered, and 
which he is ready to use, is abandantly to se- 
cure the public; and that, therefore, there are no 
property interests at stake in the matter. 

I intimated, on the hearing of the arguments in 
this Court, that that was 

THE PRINCIPAL QUESTION— 
perhaps the only question.—which I care now to 
consider: as to whether the public and the taxpay- 
ers would be nndoubtedly secure if he were allow- 
ed to go forward and succeed in the hope of what 
he would like to do—that is, to get the books and 
papers upon using the bond which he has already 
presented to the Supervisor, and which he refuses 
toapprove. That is the main question now, and, 
perhaps, the only question worth while to talk 
about. If this injunction were dissolved and he 
should succeed in getting from the County Clerk 
these books, upon presenti this bond withont 
the approval of the upervisor, wonld

out doubt secure? Is enfficient 
in amount, not only as tothe ability of the sure- 
ties, but, more than that, would it geod at all 
as against the err and the sureties; could it 
be enforced’? I have looked at the matter; I have 
read over all the authorities that were cited by 
counsel, and examined the statute, and given the 
matter wy best consideration, as far as the time 
and wy ability would enable me to do, and the 
conclusion which I have arrived at is this: that it 
is not a question free from difficulty as to 
WHETHER THE BOND WOULD BE GOOD FOR ANY- 
THING ; 

that that is a question which good lawyers would 
differ about, which good Judges would differ about, 
which courts might disagree upon; that it is not a 
clear case that that bond would be good at all as 
against the suretics. That — the decision at 
which I nave arrived in this subject, of course it 
could not be expected from the view which I have 
taken in this case from the beginning that it woald 
be proper for me to dissolve this injunction. I say 
now, having arrived at this conclusion, but a single 
word as to the view I take of this question. 
The law requires that the bond shall be 
properly presented by the Collector with 
iis sureties, properly executed, to be approved 
by the Supervisor and Town Clerk for the town; 
that the Town Supervisor shall then, or as soon as 
possible thereafter, fle such bond with such ap- 
proval indorsed thereon in the office of the Re- 
corder, who shall record the whole, including the

COULD BE MADE A LIEN UPON THE REAL BSTATE 
of the Collector. The Recorder bas no right to re- 
cord a bond which is not progerly approved. It 
has no business in the Recorder's office. Again, if 
a suit were to be * upon the bond against the 
sureties. of course they wouldn't want to pay it 
unless they were compelled and on to. It has 
been decided that the consent of the approving 
officer may be presumed im the absence of testi- 
mony, and that it may be considered as satisfac- 
tory where nothing appears about it, inasmuch as 
it has been acted upon. But this is not that case. 
This isa case where a bond is offered and I will 
not take it. It is not good, and I refuse to have 
the bond. I now think it a very serious question 
whether the sureties would be holden for such a 
bond. It is a matter that courts and lawyers 
would differ about everywhere. 

Bat it is eaid that this Court may do more than 
that; that this Court may fix conditions apon which 
this injunction is to be dissolved; that the sureties 
may be required to consent to this, and to do any- 
thing that is reasonable or practicabie to hold 
them.

and my discretion if I attempted by my orders and 
my rules in such cases to sabstitute my notion of 
what the laws are and place new condi- 
tions. don't think I have any 
right to interfere for any such purpose, 
or to have it result in any guch course of action.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


The Whole of Nova Scotia Intensely Excited 
by a Jadicial Decision— The Present Seal of 
the Province of No Legal Value—Other 


Matters. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Hauirax, Feb. B. —Some excitement exists 
among lawyers over the question raised in the 
Supreme Court relating tothe precedence of 
Queen's counsel. Last year the Nova Scotia 
Government appointed a number of Queen's 
counsel, giving them p nce over counsel 
appointed by the Governor-General in 1872. 
One of the latter is contesting hisright to prece- 
dence, and showed that the documents appoint- 
ing the local Govgrnment Queen’s counsel were 
under an old seal of the Province, and not under 
the seal established by the proclamation of Her 
Majesty in 1868. The Judges said the matter 
was of so much importance that they 
would take time to prepare judgment. 
What effect the worthlessness of 
the seal may have on other documents bearing 
it is a question causing much speculation. The 
matter was brought up in the Legislative 
Assembly this evening. After some discussion, 
the Provincial Secretary promised to lay before 
the House all papers and correspondence with 
the Imperial Government in connection with 
the seal. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Toronto, Feb. 26.—A special from Halifax 
says a question of precedence having arisen be- 
tween certain Queen’s counsel, an affidavit was 
read in the Supreme Court Saturday setting 
forth that the seal attached to the commission 
of the Queen’s counsel appointed by the local 
Government was not the great seal of the 
Province, but an old seal ordered returned by 
the Imperial Government in 1869. The Premier 
of the local Government admitted the Govern- 
ment had been using the old seal. The Court 
expressed astonishment at such contenrpt for 
her Majesty’s authorized and expressed opin- 
ion, and said all acts requiring the great seal. 
done since 1869 were totally void. This state of 
affairs leaves Nova Scotia without a Parliament 
and —2 a * with — grants of 
marriage licenses co uently marriages 
and mat commissions since 1869 y void.
